_ OTTAWA—Canada’s major sales finance companies 
have undertaken to apply voluntary restrictions to con- 
sumer credit, at the urging of the Central Bank. 

A day-long meeting Friday 
with James Coyne, Governor of 
the Bank of Canada and other 
senior central bank officials, 
was attended by representatives 
of the leading companies in the 
sales. finance business, 

Company representatives dis- 
closed afterwards that they had 
undertaken to employ “certain | 
voluntary measures to control 
further expansion of credit.” 

This is one more step being

HE CANADIAN GOVERN- 
ment’s famous pipeline policy, 
which conyulsed the last session of 
Parliament, was based on two prem- 
ises: The builders could not finance 
the line between Alberta and Winni- 
peg and therefore must receive a gov- 
ernment loan; as the Canadian mar- 
ket could not support the project 
two-fifths of the gas from Alberta 
must be sold in the United States. 


Both ‘these premises, fortunately, 
are turning out to be false. The pipe- 
line builders are presently arranging 
to finance their construction costs 
themselves and, apparently, will re- 
pay their loan from the public treas- 
ury in the near future. More im- 
portant, it now appears that the Ca- 
nadian market is much larger than 
the builders supposed and, within 
five years at most, can easily ab- 
sorb the 500 million cubic feet of 
gas a day which Alberta has agreed 
to release. 


This second fact must alter the 
Government’s whole approach to the 
gas problem 


It never favored the export oi 
gas to the United States but accepted 
this disagreeable necessity only be- 
cause the Canadian market appeared 
insufficient to justify the pipeline.

grounds for satisfaction in the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics report 
that the community’s population has 
grown 18 per cent in the last five 
years. 

An urban area of 123,000 people 
is something to. note in Canadian 
population figures. The total will be 
impressive to business interests, both 
locally and across the country. This 
is obviously a market worth greater 
development. 

The figures will bring immediate 
returns, moreover, in government 
grants fixed on a per capita basis.

Psychiatry i in Terms of Human Emotion| 


This is the story of a man 
who went through the war, was 
|shell-shocked and experienced 
an emotional block which led 


him to the brink of hopeless-| 


ness. As the story unfolds, one 
is lead to see that this block was 
not just the result of a shocking 
experience during the desert 
campaign, but that its seeds 
went right back to his child- 
hood. 

All this, of course, 
plain orthodox psychiatry as 
practised today. It is not the 
ideas which mark -McCourt’s 
contribution but rather the man- 
ner in which he transmutes 
Clinical psychology to a pro- 
foundly moving human ex- 
perience. 

Mostly this is done through 
the medium of excellent writing 
rather than by his choice of 
situations.

Sure, he is a profes 
sor of English but I doubt that 
this is such an occupational 
hazard that he can't find his 
own words.

I also found some confusion 
in his fringe handling. of the 
stream of consciousness method. 
It was not offensive, but some-

AUTHOR'S WORDMAGIC 

In Ethel Wilson's “Love and 
Salt Walter” I found an equally 
impressive style, but in Mrs.

Motorists” basically are unhappy.

He would be more anxious to park, revenues to the 
city would climb, and on those rare occasions when he hit 
the jackpot, the motorist would be happy.
